UP STILL HIGHER

Mass. Compulsory Auto Insur-

ance Figures Soaring

Boston, Aug. lg (CP) Compul-
sory automobile insurance rates in
Massachusetts for 19SO may be even
hither than the increased rates for
1929 announced yesterday, it Was
learned here today.

While it was too early to make
any definite prediction along the
line, an official of the Massachusetts
automobile rating and accident pre.
ventlon bureau stated, it was con-
ceivable that even the higher 1921
rates would fall to adequately cover
the insurance companies' losses.

"The 1929 rates were based on our
experience during 1927 the first
year that compulsory insurance Tas
effective in Massachusetts," the of-

ficial said. "In establishing the 1930
rates, insurance authorities will
have the benefit of-- two years' ex
perience. It is perfectly possible that
the 1929 rates will prove too low
and that even higher rates will be
necessary for the following year."

Tentative rates for 192J on pleas-
ure cars, as announced yesterday
by Wesley K. Monk, state insurance
commissioner, showed increases in
some cases almost double the 1928
rates.

Despite the rate boosts, George A.

Parker, registrar of motor vehicles,
said today he did not believe the In
creases would keep many cars oft
the road.

"Our experience thus far has Indl
cated that compulsory insurance has
had little effect in keeping cars oil
the road," ho said. "For that rca.
son, it seems improbable that the
higher rates for pleasure cars in
some classes and in some territories
Will discourage motorists.

"I have no doubt that many
Massachusetts motorists feel that
the tentative rates for 1929 are too
high. But if they are fcigh It Is the
motorists who are responsible. If
the motorists had fewer accidents
It would be possible to establish
lower rate:;.

'It must be remembered that next
.year there is to be a big reduction
in the registration fee and this sav-

ing will offset to some degree the
increases in insurance rates,
course there also is to be a gasoline
tax but the payment of this assess
ment naturally will be spread over
the entire motoring season and
hence will not be felt as much as
otherwise might be tha case."

An operation was then performed
by Dr. Timothy Donovan of the
Emergency hospital staff.

lodge the piece of steel, an opening
was made In the chest wall and the
sac protecting the heart was opened.
Py feeling with his Angers, Dr. Don-
ovan was able to touch the tip of
the needle in the back of the heart
when the organ contracted.

MEXICAN ISSUES

TOJEJETTLED

Coolidge Determined to Smooth

Out Diilerences

Washington, Aug. 18 (UP) Fur-
therance of President Coolldge's
plans for adjustment of all impor-
tant questions pending between the
United States and Mexico before he
retires next March was seen here
today in his appointment of J. Reu-
ben Clark, authority of international
law, as undersecretary of state.

Clark in the last few years thor-
oughly has acquainted himself with
Mexico's problems as they affect
American rights and interests. He is
known also to be a staunch sup-
porter of the friendship policy and
"shirt sleeve diplomacy" that
Dwtght W." Morrow introduced into
Mexican-America- n relations when
he became ambassador a year ago.

The new undersecretary will con-
cern himself almost exclusively ith
Mexican affairs, state, department of-

ficials said. In this field he has had
wide experience, not only In private
practice, but also as a government
representative.

In 1 926 he was the American
agent before the Mexican-America- n

mixed claims commission sitting In
Mexico City. Last summer ho was
acting undersecretary for several
months while' Undersecretary Olds,
whom he succeeds, was away on
leave, and during this period car-
ried on the Mexican business of the
department.

Later in the year he went with
Morrow to tho Mexican capital,
where, in an unofficial capacity, he
assisted Morrow in bringing about an
acceptable settlement of the decade-ol- d

oil law controversy. He re-

mained in Mexico City several
months, advising the ambassador on
the Ici?al aspects of other disputes.

Clark's knowledge of the claims
situation Is expected lo be useful to
the department within the next few
months. The claims question is the
important problem to be taken up
by Ambassador Morrow.

Claims involving almost a million
dollars, some running back more
than a half century, are entered
against both the Mexican and Amer-
ican governments by citizens of the
two countries. It had been Mor-

row's plan to refrain from pressing
for a final adjustment of this ques-
tion until Mexico was In a stronger
position financially and until Mex-

ico's capacity to pay the claims
could be determined. Recent im-

provement in Mexico's finances has
been noted and it is now believed
early action will be taken in the
claims situation.

Laboratory Experts Marvel At Skill

Of Tennessee Mountaineer

With Knife.

Chicago, Aug. 18 (UP) Dental
laboratory technicians accustomed
to working with fine gold and por-
celain, gazed curiously today on
what they regarded as the most

set of false teeth in

The unique d nture, exhibited by'
Dr. C. F. Clements, instructor at the
University of Tennessee at the Na-
tional Dental Laboratory Technicians
convention was whittled out of wood
by a Tennessee mountaineer and
used by him for many years.

The upper set is made of oak, the
lower of basswood.

Both plates apparently fitted the
mouth cavities to perfection, for the
original owner. Dr. Clements Bald
had no difficulty eating corn on the
cob. The teeth, carved from the
same block of wood as the plates,
were not bad Imitations of nature.

"Wood was sometimes employed
in making artificial teeth during the
middle ages," Dr. Clements said,
"but several centures have passed
since anybody to our knowledge has
used wooden" teeth.

The set was discovered by Joseph
Thorne, a dental technician of Jack-
son, Tenn., who gave in exchange for
it a modern denture.
